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(57) Abstract: A rooftop mounted advertising device (6) for a motor vehicle comprises of a luggage compartment (1,3) having the 
capacity to contain at least a baby seat measuring in excess of 500mm by 250mm by 300mm. Advertising display panels incorporated 
in the advertising device (6) have a substantial vertical profile when viewed from either side or the rear of the device. Illumination 
means for the advertising display panels (6) are protected from impact with articles in the luggage compartment (1, 6). An access 
^ door is adapted to provide ready access to the luggage compartment (1,6) without its removal from its rooftop position. 
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
